THE CAREER OF A PATRIOT. 

The iusult offorod to Lord Dufferin 
by Amor DeCosmoa appears to rankle 
still in the breasts of Eastern politi- 
cians. We scarcely take up a Cana- 
dian paper of either political stripe 
tbat does not characterize in severe 
language the insult and its author. A 
day or two ago we culled a paragraph 
from tho Toronto 'Loader'— a dyed- 
in-tho-wool Conservative journal— in 
which the blackguard proclivities of 
our contemporary were most justly 
condemned, audits author stamped as 
"infamous." Several of the Eastern 
press propose that on the return of 
"this man" to Ottawa tho members of 
all parties shall give him tho "cut 
direct"— treat him ss a "pariah and an 
outcast." There can be little doubt 
that DeCosmos is what is vulgarly 
called "played out" both here and at 
Ottawa, and tho few who wero led 
away by the hope that a man of his 
mediocre ability would be admitted 
into the councils of statesmen now ac- 
knowledge their error. Why, the 
man is the butt of the House of Com- 
mons, and the "merry androw" of the 
lobbies. Not that ho means to be ei- 
ther; but the efforts he puts forth to 
appear grave and wise render him rid- 
iculous, and hence tho merriment 
at his and the Province's expense. 
But apart from the insult to Earl Duf- 
ferin. his cowardly assailant has been 
proved to bo so selfish, so grasping 
and so extortionate that all his old 
friends have turned their backs upon 
him. Look at the Texada steal. Ah! 
there was a job worthy of a Tweed or 
a Belknap. From our patriotic Amor's 
own evidence— dragged from his un- 
willing lips before the Royal Commis- 
sion—it was proved that for the sale 
of Taxada he was to receive the mod- 
est little commission of 550,0001 Fancy 
the Premier of a Province first Beouring 
to a company a valuable tract of mineral 
land and thou hawking tho shares on com- 
mission through tho London Stock Ex- 
change! Fifty thousand dollars is not to 
Ik) found on every street-crossing or ga- 
thered from every bush; hence tho "gift- 
ed" Amor, who went to England (ostensi- 
bly on drydoek business) did not find tho 
London brokorB the "greonios" ho sup- 
posed, and returned homo with tho $50,- 
OOOunoarned, well, eays the reader, so long 
as the man's travoling exponsus were paid 
by the Taxada Company. What's that to 
mo? True; but suppose those expenses 
were not paid by tho Company— suppose 
this poor littlo Provinco had to pay them 
—what then? Perhaps ho made a double- 
barreled charge— charged his expenses to 
tho Company and the Government too. 
Some of tho Iron King may enlighten tho 
public on that point. What we do know- 
is that he charged and v.is paid by the 
Government of this Provinco sixteen hun- 
dred dollars for expenses to Ottawa, etc. 
'.Now, it is a notorious fact that Amor's 
expenses to Ottawa while oil that solfsainc 
trip wore defrayed by tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment — ho receiving something near 
S1000 as mileage and SlOuu as sessional 
allowance, besides $250 sessional allow- 
ance from tue Columbian Government. 
Tlion his brothur was the recipient of 
$1800 a year from the Ottawa Govern- 
ment as Clerk of tho Works at tho Post- 
oflice; and, finally, tho Standard (Amor's 
own particular organ in which he was a 
silent partner) did Government advertis 
ing to the tune of S-iTtl'J 25 a year. Now, 
wo must add these items together to as- 
certain exactly iho amount Muster Amor 
received and expeoted to receive in the 
year 1873-71 in return for his patriotic 
terviees:

Traveling expenses paid by 15.

THE BOARD OF* (ILL) HEALTH. 

With a feeling of satisfaction wo 
learn that the Local Board of 111 Health 
havo appointed a man to ferret out 
and report cases of small-pox among 
tho Indians. This step should have 
been taken weeks ago. Twenty or 
thirty valuablo lives might havo been 
saved by tho exercise of a little energy 
on the part of tho Board. Yesterday, 
tho Police report, a poor Bquaw, de- 
serted by her people under the sup- 
position that she had the smull-pox, 
died of starvation. After death it, was 
ascertained tbat she was suffering 
from miscarriage. Of some 'M or 40 
patients received into the Indian pest- 
liouso since the outbreak, but two 
have recovered. This is a frightful 
mortality. Tho causes should be in- 
quired into. In London, where small- 
pox is always present, the deaths aver- 
age one a year. With good quarters 
aud careful nursing there is no reason 
why tho mortality rate should bo great- 
er here than in London. On Monday 
we received the communication given 
below from a charitable resident of 
this city. Upon consulting the Su- 
perintendent of Police we find that 
there is no way in which the money 
can be usefully employed, since the 
Board of Health havo at last taken the 
matter up with vigor: —

Wellington Mine on Fire. 

By the arrivul of the stenrnor Isabel 
from Nanaimo yesterday we learn that tho 
Wellington Ooal Mine caught fire at 3 
o'clock on Saturday morning lust and "has 
sinco that tinio boon burning fiercely. 
The fire is reported to have originated 
from the carelessness of a Chinaman en- 
tering a chamber full of foul air. with a 
naked lamp, Strenuous efforts are being 
made to smother tho flames both by 
building walls to confine them to the lo- 
cality wore they broke out and by forcing 
steam into tho pit to extinguish them. 
The slope is said to have "caved" in sev- 
eral places and also to be burning, but it 
is impossible to state to what extent. Up- 
wards of 200 men are working night and 
day and it is expected that the lire is now 
or will shortly bo under control. Tho 
. loss however to the proprietors of tho 
mine will, wo regret to learn, be heavy. 
Fortunately no lives were lost and no ac- 
cidents have thus far oocurrc-d. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

Tho steamer Otter arrived bore at C 
o'clock Inst evening and to Purser Elwyn 
we are indebted for the following state- 
ment of the disaster. He says: — A most 
disastrous accident happened at tho Wel- 
lington mino, fortunately unattended, by 
loss of life. On Saturday night one of 
tho air furnaces was made too largo aud 
it set tiro to the wood-work of the air shaft 
and to ono of the pillars of coal which are 
placed at intervals to support the roof. 
The fire has been raging ever sinco, but 
the proprietors of tho mino think that 
they are now getting tho better of it. 
Steam is being pumped into tho mino and 
as far as possible ventilation is being shut 
olT. It is impossible to give any estimate 
of tho damage which will be caused by 
this most unfortunate occurrence. The 
proprietors do not expect to bo able 
to rosume work under two months, For- 
tunately however thoy have a fair supply 
of ooal on hand, sufficient for vessels ou 
tho way for cargoes and for local demand. 

For Bute Inlet. — Tho Government 
steamer Sir James Douglas arrived yes- 
terday afternoon from Fraser River sand- 
heads, where she had been for the past 
weok attempting to lay buoys. She was 
compelled, however, by bad weather to 
postpone the task till somo more favor- 
able opportunity, and will leavo bore at 
7 o'clock this morning for Bute Iulot to 
briugdown Gamsby's CP. U.S. party.

The following dispatch from Commo- 
dore Vanderbilt may bo accepted us an 
authoritive denial of the truth of his 
death. At 25 minutes past 1 o'clock a 
dispatch was sent to a Wall street linn, 
"I am alive and doing well. Better than 
1 have been in many months. (Signed) 
C. Vaudorbilt."

Tho victims are an 
aged man named Trim, his daughter 
Mis. Thayer, and her little girl. Trim's 
house and buildings wore burned laat 
night, and his charred remains were 
found in the debris of tho carriage 
bouse. A blood trail was found leading 
from tho house to the roar of the barn, 
nrd it is supposed that Mrs. Thayer and 
bor daughter were murdered and their 
bodies dragged to the barn, although 
tbeyiiave not been found. Mrs. Thayer 
was known to have had $8,000 in the 
house, and plundor ia supposed to have 
been the incentive. 

EUROPE. 
London-, Oct. 14. —A correspondent 
at Paris telegraphs that an uneasy 
feeling regarding the Eastern question 
prevails. Ho is informed on good au- 
thorities that tho French foreign 
office considers war inevitable. Gor- 
inany is tho only power that can pro- 
vent it. 

A telegram from Constantinople an- 
nounces that f ho request of tho Britioh 
ambassador to tho Sultan has causod 
the arrrest of Chefkett Pasha, who 
took a loading part in the atrocities in 
Bulgaria. 

London, Oct. 14. — A 'Times' 'leader 
dec'ares,if Russia refuses tho armistice, 
Or is the means of its refusal, sho be- 
comes an enemy of Europe. 

A Berlin co-respondent says, Italy, 
in her albance with Russia, has in view, 
also, the acquisition of Tunis. 

Belgbaos, Oct. 12. — A dispatch to 
the 'Times' states that Servia has not 
asked for six weeks' armistice] in the 
interest of pence, but only to gain time. 

Three parties have just cancollod 
their contract ; with tho Servian gov 
eminent for supplying 150,000 com- 
plete uniforms for tho army. The 
correspondents of the 'Times' at Ber- 
lin and the 'Daily News' at Belgrade 
telegraph that they have strong reasons 
to fear that an armistice will not bo 
concluded. 

Los >on, Oct. 12.— Tho "Record," a 
religious newspaper, states that the 
Spanish church missionary society 
have received private information from 
Spain that the Spanish Protestants aro 
in great anxiety, and are evon in dan- 
ger, being threatened by fanatical 
mobs. A special meeting of the so- 
ciety will bo held in London on 
Monday, when a statement of facts 
will be communicated to Lord Derby. 

The Moatnegrin commander writes 
that in a recent raid, which resulted 
in the burning of Lejubinjo and all 
surrounding villages, 1,500 Turks wete 
killed, iuclusivo of those burned in 
l ouses. Tho bulk of the Turkish 
soldiers were decoyed iuto an ambush 
ami the Montenegrins iircd tho 
villages. The Montenegrins lost 130 
men. 

Odessa is filled with Russian troops, 
and numerous transports aro preparing 
to enter Circassian harbors. Yester- 
dav the government ordered the de- 
tention of a vessel of the Russian 
Steam Navigation Company cargood to 
Odessa.
